HEARINGS TOMORROW 


The vote was taken without 
debate, House rules permitting 
no argument on such an issue. 
The balloting was the first involv. 
ing the British aid bill introduced 
in the new Congress Friday. 

The outcome cleared the way 
for Chairman Sol Bloom, Demo- 
crat, New York, of the Foreign 
Affairs cOmmittee to start hear- 
ings tomorrow with State Secre- 
tary Hull as the first witness. 

A short time before the House 
session started, Rayburn declared 
that he “certainly wouldn't op- 
pose” a time limitation on powers 
granted in the bill “if the limit 
ran concurrently with the emerg- 
ency."

Several cabinet ministers have implied their 
versions of what must be considered pro- 
vincially sacrosanct, what sources of 
revenue, for example, this province will not

LTHOUGH HE ADVISES CERTAIN 
modifications, particularly in respect of

Bulgaria Telis Germany 


ULGARIA'S PRIME MINISTER BOG- 

dan Filoff has disposed of many of the ru- 
mors-which have come from various Balkan 
and other European capitals during the last 
week or so. For if the statement he made 
to’ the Bulgarian people’ yesterday means 
anything at all—it was voiced at several 
points by government spokesmen—it means 
that if German troops should invade the 
realm of King Boris on any pretext what 
soever, they will be met with all the force 
the authorities at Sofia can command. But 
the pronouncements of M. Filoff and his col- 
leagues did not take the form of threats 
They were statements of national policy in- 
tended to make clear to all possible inter 
lopers that Bulgaria's independence was not 
now and never will be placed on the interna 
tional bargain counter; it is something for 
which the Bulgars have made up their minds 
to fight, no matter what odds may have to 
be met. And the Prime Minister likewise 
served notice on Berlin, Rome, and Moscow

U.S.. AND US ‘ 


EVERAL OF WINSTON CHURCHILL'S 
statements of the Jast year have already 
passed into the hails of literary immortal- 
ity. Thousands of years hence students may 
still read, with awe and admiration, the ora- 
tions of Pericles in the golden age of Athens; 
they may translat~ the great speeches of 
the leaders of imperial Rome. But the liv- 
ing..words of Churchill, as well as those of 
Hitler, Mussolini and Franklin Roosevelt 
will be heard in their own accents, from 
phonograph records and not from the pages 
of some book. ‘ 

Churchill’s words will live, not only be- 
cause on great occasions he has risen to the 
heights touched by Lincoln at Gettysburg, 
but because In’ this battle of the ages the 
words themselves were missiles. Like broad- 
sides from a battle fleet, they are deliber- 
ately timed and definitely aimed. If Britain 
has won the admiration of the world in her 
defence of the citadel of freedom it is partly 
because a great and wise leader offered his 
people nothing but blood and tears and toil 
and sweat when he told the world that they 
would never surrender but defend every 
inch of their island home at any cost. 


Churchill never uttered any greater truth 
than when he said, in sending Lord Halifax 
to the United States: “The future of the 
whole world and the hopes of broadening 
civilization founded on Christian ethics de- 
pend on relations between the British Em- 
pire, or Commonwealth of Nations, and the 
United States of America.” Words similar 
to those above have been uttered so many 
tens of thousands of times as mere plati- 
tudes that it is difficult for some of us to 
realize that they are now the expression of 
the most profound and fateful truth. At 
every international gathering, at 
least since the advent of,the “service” clubs, 
we inevitably heard about the 3,000-mile un- 
defended frontier and friendship between 
the English-speaking peoples. It was all 
like the singing of songs—just_part of the 
program. 

But now cooperation between Britain and 
the United States has become a living neces 
sity—something which not only must be ac- 
complished on a scale fitting to the needs of 
the actual world situation, but accomplished 
under the pressure of vanishing time. Thus 
people of the world who are ‘still free have 
to unite to maintain their freedom or else 
they will have to try to unite under terrific 
handicaps at some time in the future, when 
more of us have gone the way of Norway, 
the Netherlands or France 


SOUL GOES MARCHING ON 
HETHER WE CANADIANS know it or 
not, we are witnessing at close range 
one of the most titanic battles of all time. 
Someone has said that in the last analysis 





this war is a battle for the soul of Germany. 
Its otitcome. will decide whether Germany 
becomes the western frontier of a new 
Asiatic civilization—not the Asia of China, 
with its laughter and love of home, but of 
Genghis Khan, Attila the Hun, and all the 
other ruthless nomads who came sweeping 
out of the east to burn and pillage and rape 
and kill. I think that is only half the story. 
What happens to Germany might be de- 
scribed as the negative side. What is more 
important for the world is what happens in 





the United States. 


As we listen to debates on Town Meeting 
of the Air or read reports of speeches in the 
U.S. press, we in Canada can sense for our- 
selves the gravity of the issue, What is at 
Stake is whether the United States is to take 
her proper place in the world as it actually 
is, and set about shaping it according to her 
own ideals and traditions and hopes; or 
whether the United States is going to try 
to-do what all the rest of us tried too long 
to do—to live to ourselves and for ourselves. 


That is why there is an issue in North 
America far more important than whether 
or not the United States comes into the war. 
It is whether the United States is to come 
into the peace, with all her weight and moral 
influence. Indeed the minute the United 
States decidés to come into the peace she 
will have done more for the winning of the 
war than anything she could ever,do with 
rifles‘ot bayonets or borfibs. } 


There is no hope for the world until the 
people of the.United States recognize that 
those immortal words In the preamble of 
the Declaration of Independence mean just 
what they say. The soul of John Brown 
refused to die at the Mason Dixon line, The 
spirit of Jefferson, Lincoln and every other 
genuine democrat could never be halted by 
any three-mile limit. If, as I believe with 
all my heart, the spirit of American democ- 
racy is one of the most vital things in all 
the history of man, it is a reality for the 
future far more than for the past. Mature 
America must “write its own ticket” for 





world democracy of the future, or the ticket 
will never be written and the American way 
of life will go down in history as a blind 
alley,

I have told 
them that April would be, better 
as my wife and I may be thawed 
out by that time. We are going 
into cold sterage until Victoria 
fuel dealers end their hiberna- 
tion or the city authorities exer- 
cise sufficient initiative to end a 
situation which is quite unneces 
sary and which is becoming 
intolerable. 

Our frigid condition is not due 
to lack of foresight as I ordered 
six units last spring and received 
only two. It is also unnecessary 
to tell me that I can tear out my 
sawdust burner and go back to 
wood or coal as I have heard that 
one before. I installed a new 
burner in September and cannot 
afford the additional expense of 
making the change. 

After collecting al possibile 
data and studying the question 
from every angle, I could see no 
alternative but to hand my wife 
the old crosscut saw and tell her 
} to start in on the furniture. I 
even kept a few termites as pets 
and manufactured my own saw- 
dust, but every time I looked at 
them they reminded me so much 
of fuel dealers that 1 had to give 
them up.

LONDON (CP)—Overthrow of 
what was termed the “reactionary 
and unrepresentative” Churchill 
government and establishment of 
a “people’s government” was de- 
manded yesterday by a meeting | 
of 2,000 workers, who claimed to | 
be representative of more than | 
1,000,000 Britons. 

The convention; which ended} 
| with the singing of the Interna- | 
tionale, had as its main object, | 
it was explained, the establish- | 
|ment of a “people’s Parliament” | 
| to end the war and appeal to the 
German people over the head of | 
Hitler in the belief the two coun- 
tries can make a lasting and sin- |

The convention called for a 
“people’s peace won by working 
peoples of all countries and the 
broad right of all peoples to de- 
termine their own destiny.”
